Pneumonia Is 


morp virulent in the United States 
thrm it is In England, for instance. 
This is believed by some authori- 
ties to be due In part at least, to 
our custom of livinp and working 
in dry and overheated rooms. 


The disease is caused by a germ 


called the "pneumococcus." 
There 


are four different types Of this germ. 
They differ in their mode of attack 
and !n the severity of the disease. 


The germ enters the body through 


the nose or mouth. This germ Is 
found in the atmosphere and In much 
of the dust with which we come in 
contact. 
For some reason, not yet clearly 


understood, 
not all persons aro 
stricken with pneumonia. The dls- 
easo manifests Itself when the body 
has become weakened and rendered 
susceptible to infection. 
Good health is our only assui-anca 


of resistance to this disease. Weak- 
ening diseases lower the body re- 
sistance and render It liable to pneu- 
monia. That is why this compiler-, 
tion la particularly common ufter an 
attack of Influenza. 
The form of 


pneumonia that follows a siege of In- 
fluenza la oCten very dangerous. 
Chronic alcoholics are particularly 


prone to this disease. Alcohol has 
special powers in lessening the body 
resistance to the infection. In such 
cases convalescence is often a diffi- 
cult and stormy one. 
The disease may fellow exposure 


to cold. Injury, undernourishment, 
fatigue, overexertion or local Irrita- 
tion. It is often a complication of 
measles, whooping cough, typhoid 
fever and other diseases. 


It should be remembered that 
sturdy, 
healthy 
individuals, who 


abuse their good health, may be 
stricken by pneumonia. 
Anything 
that tends to reduce the strength of 
the body increases the liability to 
pneumonia. 
Loss of sleep, over-work, worry, 


poor food, lack of fresh air, alcohol 
and 
exposure to cold should be 


avoided. This is particularly impor- 
tant for the very young and the 
aged.

MEDICINE SCHOOLS DECREASE 


ASSTUDENTSSHOV1NCREASE 


More than 800 American med- 


ical students attempted to enter 
a single medical school in Scotland 
during 1930. 


This Is one fact brought out by 


Dr. Willard C. Rappleye in the 
medical education chapter of the 
Office 
of 
Education's Biennial 


Survey of Education in the United 
dLates, 1928-30. 


Medical study in America is be- 


coming more popular year after 
year, although the number of in- 
stitutions offering medicine is de- 
creasing. 
Five thousand 
more 


medical school applicants were re- 
ported in 1929-30 than in 1926- 
27. Last year 66 approved four- 
year schools graduated as many 
physicians as were graduated by 
twice as many schools 20 years 
ago. 


Of nearly 4,500 graduates m 


1929, more than half were from 
24 to 27 years old. Nine were 21 
years of age, and 89 were 35 years 
or older. 


The typical medical school grad- 


uate in this country is 25 years 
old. 
He completes a four-year 


course, and generally supplements 
his medical school training with a 
one-year interneship in an approv- 
ed hospital before going into prac- 
tice* 


A one-year interneship or some 


other acceptable work of the same 
nature is now required by 13 
schools before a medical degree is 
granted, the Office of Education
